THE WATER PROBLEM 


Judge John Roth dropped in at this 
editorial den long enough yesterday to 
undertake to get us started again on the 
subject. of a municipally owned water 
supply, but he got fired out into the 
utter darkness. 

We are no hog. We know when we 
have enough, and having helped to carry 
on two big campaigns for municipally 
owned water here, and in each instance 
had the supreme disgust of seeing the 
people go to the polls and vote it down, 
and snow it under, and kill it too dead 
to skin, it’s a cinch that as far as the 
News is concerned the people of Rich 
mond will be greyv-headed, bald, blind 
and toothless, and go round with their 
tongues hanging out a foot for the want 
of water, before we ever rib up another 
campaign for municipal ownership. The 
water corporation has our permission to 
charge them a dollar atbueketful, or two- 
bits a drop, or anything else it wants. 

Only a proper corporation skinning, 
which they are due to get and will get, 
will ever teach those who fought mu- 
nicipal, ownership a lick of sense about 
the matter. ; 

Under the last proposition that was 
turned down at the polls, the people here 
would have had all the water they wanted, ° 
for alt purposes, at about 50 cents a 
month cost, and in time the plant would 
have paid itself out by supplying *water 
to the corporations, but they couldn’t 
see it. 

Last year we did not have any water 
at all, at any price, but the company 
says when the San Pablo dam is com- 
pleted such a thing can never happen 
again. It will always charge enough to 
pay good dividends, which is to be ex- 
pected, and perfectly legitimate. Some 
day the people will get educated up to a 
point when they will take that whole 
plant over, but we are not going to quar- 
rel with them any more about it. 

Probably Judge Roth is afraid that 
with prohibition on we are all going to 
need more water than before, but he is 
too good a Democrat to be worrying much 
about water, 


PLEASING PROSPECTS
